The case having been 
brought to our notice, we now desire all service station and depot 
attendants to note that doctors on application in casés of 
emergency can be furnished with supplies at retail prices, on the 
understanding that they must declare the name of their regv!ar 
dealer. The circumstances of each case to be reported to the 
branch office, whe will acquaint the dealer and credit the retail 
profit to his aecount. Whilst internal safeguards to protect the 
retail trade are necessary, the medical profession must not be 
hindered in any way in relieving human suffering.”

MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF DRIVERS OF 
MOTOR CARS. 
INTERNATIONAL EXPERIENCE. 

Among the questionaries which have been issued lately 
by the Association Professionnelle Internationale des 
Médecins is one which sought to ascertain the extent to 
which the various countries in Europe insisted on a 
medical examination before issuing a licence to drive 
a motor car. The following remarks are condensed from 
the excellent summary made by the secretary of the 
A.P.1.M. of the replies he has received. 


Countries Exacting a Medical Examination. 

The following countries exact a medical examination from 
the drivers of all motor vehicles : Germany, Bulgaria, Denmark, 
Dantzig, Esthonia, Holland, Hungary, Lithuania, Luxem- 
bourg, Norway, Poland, Sweden, Jugoslavia. France, Great 
Britain, and Switzerland (in the majority of the cantons but 
not in all) have no examination except for the drivers of public 
vehicles, and this is exacted, not by the Government, but by 
the companies concerned. The summary gives reference in every 
case to the laws or regulations which govern this subject. 


Nature of the Examination. 

The requirements. vary very considerably. Thus Germany 
lays down a scheme of examination in considerable detail, 
especially with regard to the examination of visual acuity. 
The regulations are, however, it is stated, not to be so strictly 
enforced if the person asks for a licence only for driving one 
and the same Car. 

The following is a list of the questions which have to be 
answered by the doctor in Denmark. 

1. Are the extremities normal? If not, what are the abnormal 
conditions existing (amputation, dislocations, other shortenings, 
ankyloses, deformities, paresis, muscular atrophy, eic.)? Please 
specify exactly the nature of the actual state and as far as 
possible the origin of the abnormal condition. _ | 

2. What is the degree of visual perception (without correction, 
or with the glasses habitually worn by the person examined)— 
(i) the right eye; (i) the left eye? (The extent of vision is 
considered sufficient if it is 6/12 at least in one eye and 6/24 


the ‘acid normal—(i) in the right eye; (ii) in the 
left eye? 
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4. Can a whisper be distinguished by each ear separately at a 
distance .of four metres? If not, state at how many metres a 
whisper can be distinguished by the right ear and by the left. 

5. Has the person examined in other respects the free and 
normal exercise of his physical functions? If not, what are the 
defects? 

6. Are there any indications, or is it otherwise known by 
the doctor examining, that the person examined suffers from 
nyctalopia, or is subject to attacks of epilepsy or of faintness; or 
suffers from feebleness or mental alienation, or if there are other 
pathological conditions lessening his psychical health? | 

7. In the opinion of the doctor does the person examined fulfil 
the conditions of intellectual and physical health necessary to 
drive an automobile? ; 

A charge of 10 crowns (11s.) may be made for this certificate, 
to be paid to the doctor by the person examined at the time of 
examination. The certificate must be sent direct by the doctor 
to the local police authority, with the photograph of the person 
examined signed by the doctor. 

In other countries—such as, for example, Holland and 
Hungary—the certificate is a mere general statement that in 
the opinion of the doctor the person is physically fit to drive 
a motor car: 

The Bulgarian certificate states only that the candidate has not 
suffered from epilepsy, deafness, myopia, nor from any disease 
which, in the opinion of the doctor, renders him unable to 
drive.a motor car. 

In Luxembourg the prospective driver must have a medical 
certificate attesting that he has a good constitution, normal or 
abnormal sight, but, if the latter, that the visual acuity after 
correction is at least 8/10ths, that he has normal hearing, that 
he is not subject to any organic lesion either of the heart, of 
the lungs, or of the kidneys which might result in a sudden 
syncope, and, so far as it is possible to establish such a 
diagnosis, that he is free of all neuropathic affection, mono- 
mania, hysteria, epilepsy, and tendency to fainting; that he 
does not present any serious sign of alcoholism, either acute 
or chronic. 

The examination in Denmark is repeated every five years, 
and also in Lithuania. In Norway after five years there must 
be a further certificate concerning the sight only. In Poland 
the original certificate is only for three years, and when it is 
renewed a further medical examination may be required. 

In most of the countries the certificate can be given by any 
medical man, but in several they have to be viséd by a medical 
official. In Dantzig the original certificate must be given by 
a medica! official. 


As regards the charges for the certificate, in some instances 
it is specified that the charges, though not laid down by | 


statute, are governed by the recognized tariffs of medical fees 
drawn up by the medical organization of the country. 

It is rather curious to note that Dantzig, though exacting 
a rigorous certificate as regards the drivers of motor cars, does 
not require one in respect of drivers of motor cycles. 

France, like our own country, has no obligatory medical 
examination for drivers of automobiles, but the Paris Auto-bus 
and Tramways Company has a very stringent and most detailed 
examination for all its employees, full details of which are 
given in the summary. The examination includes a careful 
‘* psycho-technic ’”? examination at a special laboratory. This 
side of the question has evidently been very carefully developed 
in Paris, and at the forthcoming meeting of the A.P.I.M. the 
delegates are to visit the laboratory and see a demonstration of 
its work by the director, Dr. Lahy. '

Ho then showed how the specimens were arranged, and 
distributed a leaflet to help the members and others to go round 
in a systematic manner. 4 

About forty-five minutes was spent in pouportion of the specimens, 
which were explained by Lieut.-Colonel Hamitton, Dr. Guarpurs, 
Dr. Nurxar, Dr. Pater, and others. A hearty vote of thanks to 
Colonel Hamilton was proposed by Dr. Row and passed.

Ophthalmic Clinics. 

Sirn,—A few months ago a circular was sent by the British 
Medical Association to all surgeons undertaking ophthalmic 
examinations for insured persons asking for their support in 
the establishment of ophthalmic clinics at which sanaliban of 
approved societies would be examined at a fee lower than 
that existing at present, the clinics to be worked in con- 
junction with the Association of Dispensing Opticians. 1t 
was stated that there was to be free choice of surgeon and 
that the surgeons in each locality would arrange amongst 
themselves the times at which they could conveniently hold 
sessions. 

It has come to my knowledge that at least one ophthalmic 
clinic has been started in a London suburb at which the 
arrangement has not been carried out. The premises have 
been rented and one surgeon only placed in charge—this 
without any consultation with the other ophthalmic surgeons 
in the district, of whom there are several. These other 
surgeons ‘have apparently been severely excluded from the 
operation of the scheme which they themselves have by their 
signatures to the British Medical Association document been 
instrumental in putting on its feet. If my information is 
accurate, some explanation seems to be called for, as this is 
a serious breach of good faith tending to be most harmful 
to many ophthalmic surgeons, as well as bringing on the 
British Medical Association grave discredit which cannot 
fail to react severely on that organization on any future 
occasion when collective action may be called for.—I am, etc.,

Note by Medical Secretary: The clinic referred to has 
nothing to do with the British Medical Association’s scheme, 
and members of the Association are urged to decline to take 
part in any scheme of the kind which does not conform to the 
policy laid down by the Association after long consultation 
with representative ophthalmologists. 


Change of Doctor. 

Sir,—I wonder if those who are responsible for the new 
regulations applying to the change of doctor by a panel patient 
realize the extent to which these are unfair in principle and 
obnoxious, in practice. Worded as they are, the object aimed 
at is obviously to make any change difficult, whatever the 
circumstances may be. 

If it was thought necessary to prevent a change by a patient, 

when actually receiving treatment, why are those regulations 
not worded to that effect? A definite statement would have 
fulfilled that desirable requirement. Is there any other reasoa, 
and, if so, what is it? Is it conceivable, as I have heard it 
mentioned, that the hypothetical case of some doctor being 
tempted to declare a patient as still unfit for work, who had 
previously been certified fit by his former doctor, may have been 
considered a sufficient reason for those regulations? Or is one 
really to believe any medical man capable of making a false 
declaration on the plea of the patient being afflicted with a 
different disease? The doctor would, I feel sure, certify as 
to the patient’s unfitness merely as a matter of conviction, and 
not at the patient’s own request, or as a thank-offering for the 
immediate transfer. Even if such cases existed, would not the 
patient’s approved society’s suspicions be at once awakened 
and the matter referred to the medical referees for their 
opinion ? 
- My own experience of gett societies in respect of what 
they may consider doubtful cases of fitness or unfitness for 
work is that they are very much on the alert and send patients 
for examination by medical referees when there is no reason 
at all for so doing. Why should an insured patient be denied 
the right of immediate transfer, which is equivalent to the 
absolute free choice enjoyed by private patients, when he is well 
or at the commencement of a fresh illness? Why should a 
dector in the fulfilment of his duties under the Act be forced 
into circumstances which are not tolerated in private practice 
through being expected to take over from a colleague a case 
of illness which has been under the latter’s treatment for 
fourteen days? 

The new regulations are unfair to panel doctors and patients 
alike ; they are not helpful to the promotion of friendly feelings 
among medical men; nor do they tend to contribute to the 
welfare of the patients themselves. It is up to the Association 
to take up this matter and bring to bear any influence it may 
have with those who have the power to remove the real 
grievance I have pointed out. It would be interesting to know 
the views of the readers of the Journal on the particular aspects 
of transfer by consent or after fourteen days which the enforce- 
ment of the new regulations has brought into prominence ; also, 
whether they believe the new procedure just or unjust to those 
concerned in carrying it out.—I am, etc.,
